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CHRONIC FATIGUE 
Though the physical demands of life in 
our time are less than they were a genera­ 
tion ago, far more of us now suffer from 
chronic fatigue. Doctors understand much 
about the reasons of this disturbing para­ 
dox. They seem less certain about how to 
deal with the trouble. 
That trouble is nervous, or psychological, 
fatigue. It does not arise from excessive 
physical activity, nor is it the pathological 
fatigue that warns of organic disease. 
Nervous 
fatigue is 
especially common 
among those who do brain work—lawyers, 
teachers, writers, and so on. In many cases 
it seems to come from anxieties and con­ 
flicts and tensions of the sort not likely to 
plague a man who is little concerned 
about the problems of society. 
A shrewd hint as to the reasons for 
psychological fatigue is so many of us can 
be found in this statement by a well known 
neurologist: “In one day, our nerves are 
bombarded with more stimuli than could 
be squeezed into an ordinary lifetime a 
century ago.” It is not surprising that the 
nervous system, attempting to deal with so 
many more stimuli than in the past, grows 
weary of the effort. 
The answer to the problem is elusive. 
Things often prescribed—more sleep, im­ 
proved diet, a restful change of scene—are 
not always effective. At this stage in so­ 
cial development, chronic nervous fatigue 
appears to be something that a lot of us 
must learn to live with. 


THE HARRIED HUSBANDS 
For one fellow we know’, Christmas shop­ 
ping Is no problem. He takes careful note 
of gift suggestions his wife makes during 
the year, knows her size in stockings, 
nighties, jackets and other articles of ap­ 
parel, and a couple of weeks prior to De­ 
cember 25 he phones in his order and de­ 
livery is made in good time. 
Unhappily, he is the rare exception. Most 
husbands lack even a foggy notion of the 
sizes their wives take. They are even more 
in the dark about what is wanted. 
Some wives are sufficiently kind and sen­ 
sible to let their mates off the hook by ac­ 
cepting a check, which simplifies things re­ 
markably. They then can get exactly what 
they desire, if the money provided is suffi­ 
cient. They also thus avoid the job of re­ 
turning the ill-fitting, wrong-coloi'ed stuff 
their husbands buy in their day-before- 
Christmas panic. 
But such wives are few. Most of them 
spurred by sentiment, insistent on surprise 
and speciously confident that this time 
George will come through, demand the im­ 
possible. They don’t get what they want, 
but they get what they can expect—the 
wrong thing or a bad fit.

GET IH E ECONOMY MOVING 


The greatest single impediment to the forward 
movement of our economy is taxes. Then* are 
other impediments, such as the operations of gov­ 
ernm ent bureaucracy, the tendency to develop 
bureaucracy in industry, the loss of initiative by 
in-house seniority1 in m anagem ent, feather-bedding 
in labor, etc., etc. We are an old economy, not 
bombed into new life by war, as West Germany 
was; not forced by economic desperation to re­ 
verse its methods as G reat Britain has done. Be­ 
sides, we have a moribund banking structure, in­ 
cluding SEC controls which tend to stabilize risk 
to a point of stand-still. 
However, today we shall limit ourselves to 
taxes. In the United States, the tax is used as a 
government medium to promote virtue, redistrib­ 
ute the w ealth and to regulate business behavior. 
It is none of the Tax Collector's business. 
Taxes are an impediment to growth under 
the capitalist system. The sm allest tax impedes 
growth. However, a government requires money 
to service itself and the tasks assigned to it. 
Therefore, a government taxes. 
The question that arises is how much of a tax 
outgo can a people tolerate without retrograding 
economically. In Communist countries this is an­ 
swered by I he government ownership of the 
means of production, distribution and exchange. 
The people toil tor the state on the term s which 
the state lays gowti. Human labor is n o t only 
not free; it is not a commodity; it is a device 
owned by government. 
Taxes under such a system can only be an 
additional paym ent over and above w hatever 
accrues to government out of profits. 
In our system, where piivate enterprise is 
perm itted to function without government com­ 
petition, taxes are paid by industry only on profits. 
If taxes take too large a share of the profits, too 
little rem ains for new' ideas for research and de­ 
velopment and for growth. Because of industrial 
and personal and after-death taxes, the trend is 
sharply in the direction of m ergers and monop­ 
olies. W hereas the Departm ent of Justice seeks 
to break up monopolies, taxes force small en ter­ 
prises to get under the um brella of larger en ter­ 
prises to prevent their profits from being dissi­ 
pated in taxes. 
But there is the further point th at the method 
of collection may work as ereat a hardship as the 
am ount collected. The only adjective that fits 
the American method of collection is brutal. 
This was to an extent brought on by those 
taxpayers who are chiselers. They have tried to 
live on their expense accounts and pay as little 
taxes as possible. In effect, they are thieves. The 
Tax Collector, to deal with a few thieves, there­ 
upon hopes to set up a sure-proof tax collecting 
device which is so rigid that it may bring less 
revenue than was expected because it will do 
harm to the liquor, the amusement and the res­ 
taurant business, large sources of revenue. If a I Richard M. Scammon, head of

Don’t Let Frostbite 


Nip YOU Thi* Winter

lf you live in the northern part of the country* 
you may be exposed to frostbite on some of our 
coldest days. If you live in Florida you may w ant 
to go up N orth to visit the grandchildren at 
Christmas. If you have any im pairm ent of the 
circulation, su c h as hardening ol the arteries o r 
varicose veins of hands or feet, exposure to tem ­ 
peratures below 
IO degrees Farenheit can be 
hazardous. 
The feet are especially vulnerable because the 
blood can get down to them, all right, but has a 
hard time m aking the return trip. 
F or this reason you should never stand still 
on a very* cold day while waiting for the bus. 
Keep the circulation going by pacing back and 
forth, or, if you're afraid you’ll lose your place in 
line, you can at least rock back and forth on your 
heels and toes. 
If your feet actually become frozen, the picture 
changes. 
In that cast1 walking aggravates the 
dam age and the quicker you can get off your feet 
and be transported to a warm place the better. 
Some people can stand the cold better than 
others. 
Even in the same person, the ability to 
tolerate cold may vary from tim e to time. 
The 
factors th at determ ine how much dam age is don? 
are the tem perature of the part (toes, fingers, 
nose, or ears), the duration of the exposure, the 
humidity, the wind velocity, and the health con­ 
dition of the person exposed. 
Having had a pre­ 
vious case of frostbite increases the risk of a re­ 
turn attack. 
W arning sensations include a stinging pain 
and numbness in the part. 
Sometimes a person 
whose foot has become numb due to frostbite has 
thought that the foot was asleep and has hopped 
up and down to get the circulation going. 
This causes the tiny ice crystals that have 
formed In the tissues to act as needles and in­ 
crease the damage. 
It is also a great m istake to 
remove a shoe and massage the foot. 
The m as­ 
sage will add to the injury and the injured foot 
will swell so that the shoe cannot be put on again. 
The old ideas of treatm ent which included 
slowly rew arm ing a frostbitten part have been 
shown to he wrong. The part should be put in a 
warm bath (100-108 degrees Fahrenheit). 
Once 
the part has been rew arm ed it should be left ex­ 
posed to the air at a tem perature of TO to 78. 
Bandaging is not necessary*. 
Thi* h**%t tre a tm e n t of fro stb ite , as w ith an y 
o th e r d iso rd er, is not to g e t it in th e first place. 
W hen th e th e rm o m e te r a p p ro a c h e s aero don’t sta y 
out any lo n g e r th a n is n ecessary . 
lf you m ust walk a great distance in the city, 
pop in arid out of stores along the way, 
Protect 
the feet, hands, and face and do as many errands 
as possible over the telephone. 
When you do go 
out, keep moving.

Credit is given Captain A. S. 
Hickey, U. S. Navy (ret.). There 
is a reproduction of a broadside 
poster from 
Kingston, 
N. 
Y. 
reading in part: “Volunteer and 
substitute 
Agency, 
H i g h e s t 
Bounties Paid! Substitutes furn­ 
ished at the office in Wall Street 
near the Court House, Romain’s 
building, Kingston, N. Y.” This 
poster includes a picture of a 
Civil W ar Moldier with a gun. 
Captain Hickey is author of a 
book on local history which can 
be bought at local book stores. 
It is called “The Story of Kings­ 
ton” and would make a fine holi­ 
day gift. 
It seems that during the Civil 
W ar days, when President Lin­ 
coln had to call for additional 
300,000 men for his Union armies, 
“to serve for 9 months, unless 
previously 
discharged.” 
Presi­ 
dent Lincoln directed that any 
state which failed to furnish its 
quota with volunteers would be 
required to make up the defi­ 
ciency by special draft. It seems, 
no national selective service act 
had yet been passed by Congress, 
and it was up to the states to 
use conscription measures orig­ 
inally adopted for their militia, 
Mr. Kinnaird explained. 
The people did not take kind­ 
ly to these measures and in Bos­ 
ton and 
Baltimore they 
had 
open resistance and riots. The 
people of New York State were 
also not happy about it, Mr. Kin­ 
naird wrote, the situation was 


not helped by the fact that a 
drafted man was permitted to 
hire a substitute. The rich man 
could “buy an out” and Mr. Kin­ 
naird 
mentions, 
that 
Grover 
Cleveland, a

president 
bought such an out. Just what 
the exact arrangements were, I 
do not know, but I understand 
that a fee,of as high as one thou­ 
sand dollars was paid for substi­ 
tutes right here in Ulster Coun­ 
ty during the Civil War. 
Mrs. Eva Baker of Glenford J 
sent me an interesting photo­ 
graph to look over on Kingston, 
N. Y. This shows the merry-go- 
round Pavillion, the bandstand, 
the bridge at 
Kingston Point 
Park. Mrs. John (Eva Smith) 
Baker used to live in Kingston. 
Her late husband. John Baker 
(156 Smith Avenue) was engi­ 
neer on the U & D Railroad, 
running the private car of Mr. 
Coykendall which was known 
as engine No. 20, and she has a 
picture of it .Mrs. .Smith’s father, 
Fred Smith built the pilot house 
from the old Mary Pow'ell, into 
a lovely little private residence 
in Conelly overlooking the creek. 
It burned a few’ years ago. Mrs. 
Smith said it was built for Mr. 
Fischer, who bought the Mary 
Powell and dismantled it. I had 
visited that home, with a pic­ 
turesque view from the porch, 
and the doors and walls were 
from the Mary Powell, even the 
hai-dware, and as I rcmomlier, 
the doors opened boat-fashion. 
Perhaps someone has a picture 
of it still, as I remember the 
name, “Mary Powell” as taken 
off the steamer was on the pilot 
house residence. 
Mrs. S. Ruchman. corner Spring 


and Post Street was telling me 
the other day, that when she 
visited her father in Cleveland, 
Ohio she liked 
the way 
the 
street departm ent operated out 
there. They put up signs along 
one side of the street, that they 
would work that side and no one 
was allowed to park there that 
evening or night. The next time 
these signs were on the other 
side, so the other side got swept 
and cleaned by the machine. Tills 
alternate 
street 
c l e a n i n g 
seemed to keep the streets clean 
and dirt did not accum ulate un­ 
der cars. She said, that Kingston 
has such a fine piece of cleaning 
machinery and the brush runs 
right up against the curb, but 
has to swing around parked cars.

Teenage girls may not be as 
w'ell fed as l*oys because they 
eat about one-third fewer cal­ 
ories; many are weight w atch­ 
ers. The few calories they eat, 
the more im portant it is for them 
to choose nutritious foods. Foods 
with em pty calorics often re­ 
place ones with im portant nu­ 
trients— foods with needed pro­ 
teins, m inerals, and vitam ins are 
often replaced by those high in

fat. Teenage 
boys 
typically eat so much food that 
they get nearly enough of the 
necessary nutrients, perhaps by 
chance rath er than by plan.

London Gripped 
By Yellow Smog; 
Threat to Health 


LONDON (AP)—A dense blan­ 
ket 
of sulphurous yellow smog 
gripped the British capital for the 
second day today, raising a threat 
to health and making thousands 
late for work. 
As commuter trains crawled to­ 
ward the heart of the city, health 
authorities 
warned 
that 
babies 
and old people should be kept at 
home. 
“The situation is potentially se­ 
rious,” said a spokesman for the 
Medical Research Council. “Smog 
particularly 
affects 
the 
very 
young, the very old and people 
with weak hearts or chests.” 
London's last great exposure to 
smog was in 1957 when 1,000 peo­ 
ple died from chest and heart ail­ 
ments during a three-day siege. 
Ten years ago the toll from an 
eight-day snw»g was at least 4,000, 
and by some estim ates 12.000. 
The capital’s great airport was 
still idle after some 30 hours of 
inactivity. Shipping was tied up 
on the River Thames and cars 
were abandoned across the whole 
metropolitan area. Rail schedules 
had been discarded. 
Fog blanketed much of the rest 
of England and spread into the 
south of Scotland. 
In London, the sulphur dioxide' 
content in the atmosphere was six 
times normal and the smoke con­ 
centration nine times its usual 
level.
